A. Times oorrespondeut writes—Lord Brassey, 
in hia recently published “Naval. Annual,” and 
allerwards in the colamnaof The Times, called 
attention to the absence of any dook accommoda- 
tion for ships of the Royal Navy at varions points 
on important stations, mentioning particularly 
the Bast and—West Indios and Gibraltar, to 
which ho might well have added the Pasific 
also, When the Euryalua was flagship on tho 
Hast Indian Station, grave dofects developed 
thomaolves in hor atera-tube, which necassit- 
ated her boing docked for their reparation, 
and tha abip bad to be towed fram Bombay to 
Malta in consequence, Ax if fate ware. deter- 
mined te emphasize the warning, the Bacchante, 
which snoceéded hor as flagship, is now reported 
to bo so badly injured in her keol by the attaoka 
of feredo navalis, which post has Found its way 
hetwvaan the wood and the zino shoathiox, that she 
too must be dooked at Malls, her onse being only 
loss humiliating than that of the Buryalus inas- 
much as she will be able to mako her own way. 
‘Whon the Urgent, Commodore's ship at Jamaion 
(a place whioh will bo of vastly inoreased maritine 
jmportanos when the Panama Canal is completed),

To tho north of. tho Rock the soil is 
porous and treacherous to a dagrae, while a dock 
hewn out of tha sonthern ond wonld too often be 
unavailable in bad weather,- Nearly 16 yoara 
ago the late Lord Hnompton, thoi. Sir Jobn 
Pakington, raid, ‘ Noboty sould contribnte a 
more valuable addition to naval contrivances 
than toinyent a really oficient floating dovk, : 
and not ouly a floating dock, but a dook which 
when afloat may go to any part of tho world.”

expected of it, Everybody knows that all dock, 
whether. fixed or floating, require considerable 
pumping power a9 a mattor of course. The ono 
striking original feature in Rennia'a design 
is that this very pumping power iy used to 
propat ‘the dock from plise to placo when a 
change of quarters is necassry, and alsoto caroon 
the dook for purposes of examination, cloansing, 
or ropaira. .
